CHEESE MANUFACTURE. 


Messrs. Hellman; Hs Haas & Co. have 
kindly given us some very gratifying 
information of the present magnitude 
of the cheese business of this county. 
They enumerated nine factories, and’all 
of them doing well and turning out in 
the aggregate a very large amount of 
cheese. There is one located up the

Their specialty is the 
Harshman or Anchor brand chcese 
The factory is located at Compton, and 
has a capacity of 1000 to 1200 pounds 
per day. We should be pleased to 
have statistics from other factories, if 
any reader has them at hand.

The Record. 
Ep. Troaxes:—Section 300 of the Pe- 
nal Code of this State reads: ‘‘Every 
person who keeps open on Sunday any 
store, workshop, bar, saloon, banking 
house, or other place of business, for 
the pu of transacting business 
therein, is punishable Ly fine, not less 
than five nor more than fifty dollars.” 
The Constitution of the State of 
California provides that, “the free ex- 
ercise of religious worship. and pro- 
fession, without distinction or prefer- 
ence, shall be forever guaranteed in 
this State.” Messrs. Chief Justice 
Ross and Sharpstein, in their dissent- 
ing Opinion on the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the Sunday law, affirm 
that, therefore, this law is unconstitu- 
tional, and, according to their reason- 
ing, no Sabbath law can be enacted in 
this State. Shades of Blackstone, how 
profoundly logical are thy conclu- 
sions ! 

For this learned opinion - these pre- 
sent incumbents of the Supreme bench, 
in obedience to the demands of the 
“League of Freedom,” haye been re- 
warded with a renomination by the 
Democratic party. 

Justice Ross, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, uses the following language: “I 
dissent for the reason last given in the 
opinion of Mr. Justice McKinstry, that 


is to say, that the statute involved in 
this proceeding, fairly construed, makes 
the act in question a crime against 
religion.” 

“That is to say” that on account of 
this provision of the constitution (it 1s 
the only one pointed out by them as in 
conflict with the statute) no law can 
be enacted to prevent “a crime against 

religion.” For it will be observed 
that he is not calling in question the 
act, viz., keeping open a saloon and 
selling liquor on the Sabbath, but is 

assing upon a statute which he con- 
Risen solely because, according to his 
views, ‘when fairly construed,” under- 
takes to prevent a crime against re- 
ligion, 

How this constitutional guaranty 
can be enforced without a law for the 
punishment of those who might inter- 
fere with or undertake to prevent the 
“free exercise of religious worship and 
profession” this learned judiciary of 
the “League of Freedom” proclivity 
has not. yet deigned to inform us. 

Justice Sharpstein, with whom Jus- 
tice Ross seems to coincide, while elab- 
orately darkening counsel with words, 
says: “Many years ago, in another 
place, I had occasion to say I confess I 
approach the question presented in 
this case with a feeling of repugnance 
to such legislation as that upon which 
this prosecution is founded. (The act 
of 1858, to prohibit barbarous and 
noisy amusements on the Christian 
Sabbath.) Indeed, if the constitution- 
ality of Sunday laws were a new ques- 
tion in this State, I would hesitate to 
sustain them. Strictly speaking, no 
form of religion is tolerated in Califor- 
nia.’ 

As J ustice Sharpstein has openly de- 
clared his “repugnance’’ to Sunday: 
laws, the law abiding citizens. of the 
State will find it necessary to make a 
choice between him those laws, 


>| and will undoubtedly choose the latter. 


In face of the constitutional guaran- 
ty of “the free exercise of religious 
profession and worship’’—which to say 


—only a man wholly devoid of that 
Christian morality which loves and 
respects Sabbaths, Sabbath laws and 
Sabbath rest could have the audacity 
to assert from the Supreme Bench that 
“strictly speaking, no form of religion 
is to/erated in California.” 

The nomination of the authors of 
these opinions and sentiments and the 
adoption of a platform by the Demo- 
cratic party, in violation of the views 
and entreaty of her Christian adher- 
ents, which stigmatizes all Sabbath 
laws as sumptuary and demands their 
repeal, brings the people of this State
